Editorial Comment 


UNIFICATION — NO! 


Those who favor unification of our schools in southeastern 
Tulare county argue that under a system in which 15 elementary 
districts and two high school districts would all be administered 
by a single school board, great things will come about, like: |. A 
coordinated system from kindergarten through high school would 
result in better education for children; 2. Physical facilities would 
be better utilized; 3. Increased economy and efficiency would re- 
sult from a big, big, big operation. 

Then, finally, if. we are good little and girls and unify 
now like Big Daddy, certain eggheads, and certain state legisla- 
tors say is good for us, we'll get to keep some of our local con- 
trol of schools. If we don't then the state will force unification 
on its own terms. (As if the state isn't doing it now.) 

From ideas expressed at considerable length in past editorials 
may we summarize: |. A coordinated system of education from 
kindergarten through high school will not necessarily improve gen- 
eral education — in fact, school people talk about improved edu- 
cation without defining their terms. 1s improved saucatio’ the 
preparation of more kooks for the University of California? Well, 
school people, go ahead and define your terms. 

2. To say that total physical facilities of the 17 present dis- 
tricts would be better utilized under. unification doesn't ring true 
to us in an area that covers as many square miles as the Porter- 
ville-Strathmore Unified district vou: 


3. Big operation under unification would not necessarily be 
a more economical or efficient operation. Bigness, particularly 
in public business, can create inefficiency and undermine econ- 
omy. In fact, it often does. There's no need to kid ourselves. 
Education costs.will go up under unification, even though effi- 
ciency and economy are held at a high level. 

Then finally, let's bear in mind that for many, many years 
school districts could unify if people in those districts believed 
unification was to the best interest of themselves and their chil- 
dren. Many districts have unified, voluntarily, for better or worse. 

Now comes Big Daddy, the eggheads, and the !-know-what's- 
best-for-you-boys in Sacramento who use complicated doubletalk. 
the money club, and the threat of something worse to come if 
we don't buckle under. 

To these tactics, we say, No." 

To unification under political pressure we say, No." 

But we have an idea we are again in the minority because we 
get the feeling that folks nowadays would rather comply as nice 
mice should, rather than stand on principle as men should. 

Even so, we still suggest: Vote “No” on unification. Your 
conscience should at least appreciate you if you do.

From the air, it's a beauty — the Porterville Municipal Airport. 
Six thousand feet of north-south runway, lighted; 5,000 feet of east-west 
runway; open spaces in every direction; the City of Porterville just across 
the river to the north; the tremendous Sierra Nevada backdropping the 
green valley. 

Technically, the airport embraces 840 acres; about 140 of these 
acres are used for operation; about 700 acres are dry-farmed; the air- 
port is protected by a comprehensive zoning ordinance; it has space to 
offer for economically sound business or industrial development, it has 
less fog than any major airport in the county — far less. 

It's a beauty from all of these standpoints. 


THE INTANGIBLES 


On a dollar-and-cents basis the Porterville airport is not a paying 
proposition. Each year it is subsidized by the City of Porterville, and 
because of the size of the facility and the characteristics of the com- 
munity, it is likely to be subsidized for some few years to come. 

But what are the intangibles worth; how important are these intang- 
ibles to the trade and commerce of the community? 

Chamber of commerce committees work to get industry — an air- 
port, such as Porterville has, offers a selling point. 

The community went all out several years ago to locate the Sequoia 
National Forest headquarters in Porterville; a modern development has 
been the control of forest fires by chemicals, delivered by aircraft. How 
much is the activity and payroll of the Forest Service worth to the com- 
munity? It must have important value, for the welcome mat is out at 
several valley airports any time the Forest Service cares to move. 

What's it worth to have a nationally-known mining expert drop in
